Segrave was not satisfied with 
his mark. He said last night he 
his “Golden Arrow” 
could attain a maximum speed of

Never before was technical ar- 
rangement so perfected for a speed 
trial as that of yesterday. Not

FORMULA SERVES 
AS BASIS FOR IT 


Modifications Made on Line 
of Suggestions by British 
and Greek Delegates at 


Geneva. 


COMPLETE DRAFT 
READY TOMORROW 


Sub-Committee Which In- 
cludes American Propon- 
ent of Plan Agrees on 


First Three Articles. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, March 12.—League of 
Nations officials announced this 
evening that an agreement vir- 
tually had been reached on the 
main points of the protocol for ad- 
herence of the United States to the 
World Court of Justice. 

The agreement is based upon the 
formula of Elihu Root, modified in 
line with suggestions made by 8ir 
Cecil Hurst of Great Britain and 
Nicholas Politis, Greek delegate. 


It emphasizes the holding of ne- 
gotiations with the United States | 
as soon as the Ceuncil decides to 
act for an advisory opinion, 

Complete accord was reached on 
the text of the first three articles. 
A subcommittee, which includes 
Root, is expected to bring in a 
complete draft tomorrow. 

The committee of exam- 
ining the question of American ad- 
hesion today discussed the position 
that the United States Government 
should deal primarily and mainly 
with the Council of the League of 
Nations on the problem of advi- 
sory opinions. 

Several of the jurists insisted 
that there should be a clear dis- 
tinction between the political and 
juridical aspects of the question, 
and thought there should be a 
clear understanding that the po- 
litical side should be handled at 
Geneva. 

Nicholas Politis, the Greek ele- 
gate, introduced a proposal based 
upon the formula of Elihu Root, 
which emphasizes this point and 
arranges for a swift consultation 
between Geneva and Washington to 
determine whether the American 
Government has any objection to 
calling for an advisory opinion on 
a particular subject. 

The noted Greek statesman 
thought that no one must lose 
sight of the fact that the privilege 
which the Council possesses of 
asking advisory opinions is political 
in character and should not be in- 
terfered with or retarded when 
once in operation. Hence he want- 
ed a quick consultation with Wash- 
ington at the start rather than to 
await for the time when the Court, 
having received a request for an 
opinion from the Council, notified 
the United States and had received 
the American view. 

The Root formula provides for 

both kinds of coneultation, but 
tends to emphasize those negotia- 
tions whith would be held after 
the Court was juridically in pos- 
session of any question. 
The committee was much struck 
by a speech of Arnold Raestad, 
former Norwegian Foreign Minis- 
ter, who made three points:

(1) That the United States does 


| not want to interfere with internal

WASHINGTON, Carch 12.— With 
the special session still a month 
away, President Hoover is turn- 
ing his thoughts toward the de- 
velopment of plans for dealing 
with farm relief in his message to 
Congress when it assemblies in ex- 
traordinary session. 

Already the President has given 
much thought to the problem and 
his views largely are being fol- 
lowed by the committees of the 
Senate and the House in planning 
hearings to work out the legisla- 
tion. These will be opened sev- 
eral weeks before the specia! ses- 
sion starts. 

Although Mr .Hoover is reservy- 
ing public disclosure of his plans 
for his message to Congress, it is 
known that the committees are 
preparing to approach the task 
largely from the co-operative mar- 
keting angle. 

Also for Tariff Revision. 

In several of his speeches last 
summer Mr. Hoover stressed the 
part that he feels co-operative 
marketing must play in assuring 
the farmer a proper price for his 
product. Along with co-operative 
marketing, he placed tariff revi- 
sion an the development of cheaper 
transportation to markets. 

Some of those who have been 
closely associated with the Presi- 
deme and appear to hold views 
similar to his own think that suc- 
cess in dealing with the farm prop- ' 
lem can come only when the mar- 
keting of agricultural products has 
been developed to keep pace with 
production. They recognize that 


eStablished for handling different 
crops and that methods must vary 
between perishable and _ staple 
products. 

Co-operative Fund Proposed. 

_ One of the proposals advanced 
for dealing with the problem has 
been creation of a fund to aid co- 
operative organizations, but the 
method of promoting the growth 
of these marketing agencies must 
be evolved largely after the testi- 
mony of various experts has been 
submitted to the congressional 
committees. 

In the midst of -hhis consideration 
of farm relief, however, the Presi- 
dent still finds time for innumers- 
bie conferences on patronage, Fed- 
eral appointments, immigration, 
prohibition and other subjects.

A proposal by the Terminal and 
Missouri Pacific railroads to spend | 
$50,000 in repairing the Twenty- 
first street viacuct, which has been 
closed to vehicular tvaffic since last 
July, was rejected yesterday. En- 
gimeers for the city believe more 
extensive repairs are necessary be- 
fore the bridge can be made safe. 
They prefer the construction of a 
new concrete viaduct. 

The bridge was closed last sum- 
mer because the action of cinders 
and sulphuric acid in the smoxe 
blasts of passing locomotives dur- 
ing the 36 years of its existence 
had eaten into the steel parts of 


the structure. 
A month ago the bridge was fur- 


ther weakened when the sieel bars 
on the west side, which tie together 
its upright columns and support 
the bridge floor, were broken by 
a load of structural steel’ on a 
passing flat car which failed to 
clear. The broken bars below the 
bridge created an extra stress on 
one of the upright columns which 
it was unable to bear, and the col- 
umn was badly bent. 

After the bridge was closed the | 
city called on the two railroads} 
either to make Suitable 


crete viaduct. The city offered to 
pay $100,000 of the estimated cost 
of $616,000 for the new bridge. 

The proposal of the railroads re- 
jected yesterday made no mention 
of maintaining the bridge and of- 
fered to repair the damage done 
by “gases from locomotives.” 
toy Bowen, engineer in charge of 
bridge design and construction for 
the city, considered this too vague 
and on. his recommendation Pres- 
ident Kinsey of the Board of 
Public Service rejected the offer. 

If further negotiations fail the 
city may ask the State Public 
service Commission for an order 
directing the railroads either to re- 
pair and maintain the old bridge 
or to help pay for a new one.

Drug Seller, Freed After 


Each of Four Previous 
Trials, Ordered to Serve 


Prison Term. 


Dr. Thomas 8. Manning, 66- 
year-old physician, who has writ- 
ten thousands of prescriptions for 
vast quantities of habit-forming 
drugs, must serve a 10-year Fed- 
eral penitentiary term for his ac. 
tivities, under a decision of the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals here today. He is at liberty 
under )ond now. 

Federal narcotic agents have 
been trying to convict him of vio- 
lation of the anti-narcotic act in 
his prescription business for the 
last 15 years, but their efforts have 
been thwarted heretofore. Once he 
served two years in Leavenworth 
prison pending an appeal, because 
he was unable to furnish bail, but 
he was freed when his app2al was 
sustained. 

The agents began in 1914 their 
endeavor to convict Dr. Manning. 
He was acquitted in his first trial, 
in 1917. Tried again in 1920, he 
was convicted and sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment, but the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals held that he 
was in duuble jeopardy because 
the charge was similar tothe pre- 
vious dne, and he was freed. He 
was sentenced to 15 years’ impris- 
onment in 1921 at a third trial and 
at a fourth, in 1924, was sentenced 
to 10 years and fined $6000, but 
both cases were reversed on tech- 
nicalities by the appellate tribunal. 
The last conviction, affirmed today- 
by the higher court, occurred last 
June before Federal Judge Davis, 
on a charge of issuing prescriptions 
in violation of the law. 

Dr. Manning’s counsel had ar- 
guecd that the last indictment failed 
to state an offense. Their demurrer 
to that effect was overruled by 
Judge Davis, and this ruling was 
the sole basis of appeal. The Ap- 
pellate Court held that the indict- 
ment was good and the trial court's 
action on the demurrer proper. 


“We must assume,” said the Ap- 
pellate Court opinion, by Judge 
Van Valkenburg, “that the evi- 
dence amply sustained the verdict 
and we may infer the offense was 
of an exaggerated nature 


ly with the physician the respon- 
sibility as to when, under what 
conditions and for what purposes 
he will issue a prescription for the 
drugs, and that the act places no 
restriction upon his right to pre- 
scribe such drugs, and that the di- 
rect control of medical practice in 
the states is beyond the Federal 
Government.” 

Incidentally, the opinion said, 
Dr. Manning attacked the constitu- 
tionality of the Harrison act and 
asserted the right to prescribe nar- 
cotics for addicts in order to keep 
them comfortable and free of the 
pangs suffered without drugs. 
However, the Court declared there 
was no doubt as to the constitu- 
tionality of the law, and the law 
does restrict the physician’s right 
to prescribe narcotics. It added: 

“A physician who procures the 
dispensing of narcotics through the 
instrumentality of a prescription 
not issued in the course of his 
bona-fide professional practice as 
a treatment for disease takes a 
principal part in the prohibited 
sale or distribution made, even 
though there is no conspiracy or 
unlawful understanding between 
him and the druggist who fills the 
prescriptions.’’

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TECHNICALITY BEATS 
SIMPLFED CRIME CODE 


Senatorial Courtesy Prevents 
Bates From Submitting Two 
Reform Measures on Floor 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 12.— 
The technicality of senatorial 
courtesy served today to further 
bury the two most important bills 
of the Association for Criminal 
Justice, designed to abolish the 
technicalities in criminal  indict- 
ments. It was a case of a tech- 
nicality defeating the bills to abol- 
ish technicalities. } 

The issue arose over a motion 
by Senator Bates of St. Louis to 
have placed on the calendar, not- 
withstanding the adverse report of 
the Committee on Criminal Juris- 
prudence, two bills which were 
voted down by the committee last 
Wednesday night. One provided 
for the substitution of simple lan- 
guage for the involved technical 
language of the common !aw in in- 
dictments. The other provided 
that no indictment should be de- 
clared invalid because it failed to 
follow the precedents of the com- 
mon law. 

. he Senate discussion of the mo- 
tion was ‘extremely technical, in- 
volving a question of whether the 
motion was in order, if made later 
than two days after the report of 
the committee was filed. Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Winter at one time 
ruled the motion out of order, but 
further discussion was had and 
Senator Morgan, who raised the 
point of order, finally withdrew It. 

In the final action, the courtesy 
custom prevailed, Senators stand- 
ing by a policy of not overriding a 
committee. This is a custom no- 
table for its observance as well as 
its non-observance, Senators, who 
are opposed to a measure sought to 
be placed on the calendar devoting 
much time to speeches upholding 
it, though some of them, at least, 
do not hesitate to support such a 
motion when their own bills are 
under consideration, 

In the proceedings today the 
lawyer antagonists to reform of 
crimina)] procedure were successful 
port the committee.

NEW PLAN FOR HOME BREW TAX 


Missouri House Committee to Basc 
It on Inspection of Food. 
By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 12.— 
A committee substitute bill to tar 
home brewers in Missouri will be 
drafted by the Criminal Jurispru- 
dence Committee of the House of 
Representatives. The original bill, 
introduced by Representatives Sny- 
der of Lewis and Elmer of Dent 
County, was designed to place a 
direct tax of 5 cents a pound on 
all compounds, mixtures and com- 
binations of grain hops, grain malt 
or syrup hops. 

The Missouri Supreme Court has 
ruled that a direct tax of this type 
is unconstitutional. The committee 
is expected to evolve a tax based 
on the right of the State tof nspect 
and regulate sale of foods or other 
products and to levy fees and taxes 
for that purpose. Sponsors of the 
Measure say it will bring in 33.- 
000,000 a year, Or more.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Rec- 
ognition of the leaders of the Hoo- 
yer Democrats of the South in the 
matter of Federal appointments in 
that section is likely to be adopt- 
ed by President Hoover as a card- 
jnal policy. 

There also are indications that 
in the Eastern and Western states 
the regular organization leaders 
will be required to consult on ap- 
pointments those who had charge 
of the Hoover preconvention cam- 
paign in those cases where these 
men are not now identified with 
the regular State party leadership. 

While there has been no formal 
announcement of the methods that 
are to be pursued in selecting Fed- 
eral officers in the states south 
of the Mason and Dixon line, the 
expectation is that this will be 
largely in the control of a com- 
mittee for each State on which the 
Hoover Democrats will have metmn- 
bership, although by no means a 
majority. 

Trial in New York State. 

The committee plan of handling 
patronage is being tried out in 
New York State, where Edmuné 
H. Macholad, State chairman; 
Charles D. Hilles, Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman, and William 
H. Hill, leader of the independent 
Hoover-for-President organization, 
are functioning. Several appoint- | 
ments, including three judgeships, | 
are to be made in New York State, | 
but so far as is known the com-| 
mittee has not yet made any rec- 
ommendations. 

The patronage situation in the 
South already has given the Presi- 
dent considerable concern and has 
been an indirect cause, at least, of 
the retirement of Horace A. Mann, 
a Washington lawyer, from the po- 
litical field as director of political 
affairs in the South for the Presi- 
dent, a job he performed during 
the campaign. 

Mann had worked out a rather 
elaborate plan for handling ap- 
pointments, laying it first before 
the executive body of the Republi- 
can National Committee. That or- 
ganizition failed to act on it and 
then Mann took it to President 
hoover. 

Work Opposed Mann Plan. , 

The general understanding has 
been that Dr. Hubert Work, chair- 
inan of the Republican National 
Committee, opposed the Mann 
proposition, and after he had yvisit- 
ed the White House late in the 
week, Mann issued a statement an- 
nouncing his retirement. 

Some of the Republican National 
Committeemen for the Southern 
Mates have been reported in active 
Spposition to the Mann policy, sev- 
eal going to far as to say that 
Mann would have nothing to do 
With patronage in their states. In 
Some instances these committee- 
men, presumably at the suggestion 
of high national leaders, have pr2- 
Sented the names of those whom 
they would like to see on the com- 
mittees for their states. In each 
the Hoover 
Democrats have been included. 

Recognition to this group in 
Texas already has been extended by 
the regular Republican organiza- 
tion under R. B. Creager, nation.l 
committeeman, and some of the 
Hoover Democrats in Texas have 
been indorsed by the Republican 
“ganization for high posts in the 
Federal service.

to the North Pole; and even un- 
aware that I selected the itinerary 
of the voyage so as to be able to ac- 
complish an interesting geographi- 
cal exploration and a series of sci- 
entific researches of the utmost im- 
portance. 


Therefore, I think it worth while. 
to give a brief account of the first | 


two flights undertaken by the Italia 
in the Polar regions. 

The first of these flights took 
place May 11. Our program was 
tc steer toward the East in order 
to explore Nicholas II Land, but 
as soon as we neared North Cape 
the weather became so bad that 
we were obliged to return. There- 
fore the flight was interrupted 
after eight hours. 

The second flight lasted from 
May 15 to 18, a voyage of 69 hours. 
We traversed the unexplored zone 
between Spitzbergen and the Franz 
Joseph Archipelago, and the large 
unexplored region 
Land. 

In returning, we crossed the 
Barents Sea from the north coast 
of Nova Zembla to the land north- 
east of Spitzbergen. In all 4000 
kilometers 2500 miles) were 
passed over.

Such an itinerary extended for 
the greater part over unexplored 
zones. 

Plans to Land On Ice. 

The program of scientific meas- 
urements comprised, besides the 
meteorological and magnetic ob- 
servations and the study of atmos- 
pheric electricity and of penetrat- 
ing radiation, a landing on the ice 
at the Pole as well. 

Among the scientific researches 
to be carried out at the Pole were 
studies of oceanographic character: 
that is to say, measurement of the 
depth of the sea, determination of 
the temeprature and the taking of 
samples of sea water at various 
depths. 

Then measurements relative to 
the magnetic camp were to be 
made by means of a dip-circle in- 
clinometer kindly lent to me by the 
Carnegie Institution of Washington 
and especially adapted to a meas- 
urement executed rapidly in the 
special conditions in which our 
studies would have to be made. 

It was to carry out this research 
program that on the morning of 
May 23 the Italia. started from 
King’s Bay. 

Because of the importance of 
this scientific scheme, I decided 
that all three scientists, Behounek, 
Pontremoli and Malmoren, my col- 
laborators, should take part in the 
flight. Each had his special task. 

Studies Plan to Deseend. 

The preparations for descending 
on the ice had required long study 
and numerous experiments. 
end I adopted a system which when 
put into practice proved § satisfac- 
tory. Landing on the ice was a 
delicate maneuver calling for much 
prudence and favorable atmos- 
pheric conditions. 

I had decided that once 
descend personally to ascertain the 
possibility of carrying out our de- 
terminations with safety, and then 
return on board and send down 
Pontrermoli and Malmgren, the 
former to make magnetic research 
studies and the latter to obtain the 
oceanographic observations.

Public Service Board’s 
$66,000,000 Valuation of 
Street Car Property Basis 
of Fight.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 12. 
—The legal fight against the 
straight 8-cent carfare and valua- 
tion of “not less than $66,000,000” 
given the St. Louis Public Service 
Co. by the Missouri Public Service 
Commission will be carrjed to the 
State Supreme Court, City Coun- 
selor J. T. Muench of St. Louis an- 
nounced here last night, following 
affirmation of the commission or- 
der yesterday afternoon by Cole 
County Circuit Court. 
The decision by Circuit Judge. H. 
J. Westhues, sustaining the com- 
mission, was in an appeal taken 
by the city of St. Louls from the 
commission’s findings. Judge 
Westhues did not give a formal 
opinion, merely announcing his 
ruling with an entry of the affir- 
mation upon the court docket. 
' Muench said an appeal would 
be taken tmmediately and the Su- 
preme Court would be requested. 
to advance the case on its docket 
for an early hearing. The Supreme 
Court usually advances the hear- 
ing of appeals of this nature, be- 
cause of the public interest in- 
volved. 

Case Argued Jan. 31. 

Arguments in the case were sub- 
mitted to the Cole County Circuit 
Court Jan. 31 by attorneys for the 
city, Public Service Commission 
and the St. Louis Public Service 
Co., briefs were filed later and 
Judge Westhues had the case un- 
der advisement about three weeks. 
The appeal was taken to the Cir- 
cuit Court here, under the Pdblic 
Service Commission law, ‘because 
the commission’s hearings were 
held here. 

The commission order was is- 
sued June 21, 1928, granting the 
company’s application for a 
straight 8-cent fare, effective July 
Be 


Valuation of the company's 
property was fixed at “not less 
than $66,000,000" as the property 
stood on Jan. 1, 1927, of which 
$63,500,000 was for the operating 
property. The valuation was an 
increase of $14,000,000 over a ten- 
tative valuation of $52,000,000 
fixed by the commission in June, 
1927, when it granted the company 
a temporary increase from the for- 
mer 7-cent fare, to 8 cents cash 
or two tokens for 15 cents, pend- 
ing a final order. :

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MINNESOTA’S GAG LAW. 


That “hé whose causé is just is thrice-armed” has 
beén abundantl¥ proved by the fight upofi the Min- 
nesota gag law. When Representative R. R. Davis 
began his battle to repeal this law 60 days ago, the; * 
country had almost never heard of it. Yet three Min- 
nesota newspapers had been suppressed under the 


Press of Minneapolis, is sufficiently illustrative. It 
launched a campaign against vice in Hennepin 
County. The county officials retaliated by invoking 
the gag law. The law resulted from an attack upon 
one of the membérs of the Legislature by a publica- 
tion at Duluth. ia 

Mr. Davis now finds himself leading a popular 
cause. He has behind him such powerful influences 
as the Associated Press and many of the great news- 
papers of the United States. The Chicago Tribune 
has gone so far in its support as to initiate in the 
United States Supreme Court a constitutional test 
of the law. The St. Paul and Minneapolis press has 
ceased to speak of it as “the scandal sheet law.” They 
now refer to it as “Minnesota's gag law.” The press 
in regions as remote as the Atlantic and Pacifie 
coasts has beén aroused. 

The Springfield, Mass., Republican says: “So far 
as the State of Minnesota is concerned, freedom of 
the press now means that a single judge's view of 
what is defamatory may silence a publication, with- 
out a jury trial, and punish the owners, editors, com- 
positors, copy holders, proofreaders and even the 
newsbors, for contempt of court if the injunction 
is violated by back talk. 

“The libel laws have for generations protected citi- 
zens against the sort of publications this new statute 
is aimed at, but a charge of gibel, whether criminal 
or civil, involved a jury trial. The Minnesota law 
takes the short cut. If & publication offends, show 
to the satisfaction of the County Judge, that, being 
malicious or detamatory, it is a nuisance, and the 
issue of the injunction follows. Anyone engaged in 
the publication of the journal adjudged to be a 
nuisance by his honor, may be regarded as having 
committed a nuisance. Anyone who violates the in- 
junction, as in other cases of contempt of court, may 
be fined or sent to jail.” 

Yet the Supreme Court of Minnesota savs this law 
is constitutional!

It is probable that Mr. Hoover's enforce- 
ment plans are known to few. If they 
were generally known in his immediate cir- 
cle they would almost Surely filter out to 
the public. sut it is interesting to con- 
sider what they probabiy are and what 
are the reasonable prospects ‘for a greater 
degree of enforcement, 

Our guess would be that the President 
Will go at this great business steadily but 
slowly. It is not his nature to make sudden 
breaks. Furthermore, the mere process of 
transferring enforcement to the Attorney 
General probably cannot be completed be- 
tore December, unless whip-and-spur be 
used on the special session of Congress. 
Finally, it is conceivable that the Presidént 
will wish to educate public opinion to his 
proposed changes. 

Iet no one think that these changes are 
impossible or that great advances in ef- 
fective enforcement cannot be made. Nor 
is it at all certain that they would require 
anything like the sum of $360,000,000 set by 
Dr. Doran, the enforcement chief, aa-‘neces- 
sary for real performance of his task. 

The best presentation that we have seen 
of the facts in the failure of enforcement is 
in the current number of Liberty.

A. few 
such arrésts and convictions would have 
wide effect. 

On the other hand, such tactics would 
bring enforcement to the danger point. If 
it ts administered in the manner and de- 
gree which the Dry fanatics want, and 
which Washington is gossiping, it would 
amount to 2 social revolution in these Unit- 

ed States. Where the reaction :o it would 
end no one Knows. 

“Strict enforcement” is not a thing light- 
lv to be talked of. We ean consider it 
philosophically by saying: “After all, it 
may be the best way of bringing about 
Prohibition reform.” But its practical proc- 
ésses, if carri@éd to the tegal extreme, may 
bring this country to the brigk of the great-

How sunlight works is not 
known. Apparently the vitamins 


which are absent in the body in| 


rickets and are present in cod liver 
oil can be manufactured by the 
body in the presence of sunlight, 
Thus milk which has no _  anti- 
rachitic power can be converted 


rickets by exposing it to irradiation 
with the X ray or violet ray. 


The effect of sunlight is strik- 
ingly observed in dark-skinned 
children who are particularly sus- 
ceptible to rickets. Negro babies 
are especially prone to the disease. 
Their dark pigmented skin pre- 
vents the sunlight from filtering 
through and changing the chemis- 
try of their blood. 

Artificial sunlight is nearly as 
effective as natural sunlight in the 
treatment and prevention of rick- 
ets.
